reading of the lengthy bill by 
title only Tuesday. Councilman 
Ray Anderson suggested that 
councilmen not familiar with the 
bill make a close study of it be­ 
fore next Monday. 
The ordinance will be read in 
its 
entirety 
and 
given 
close 
study during the special meet-1 
ing. Next regular meeting 
the 
bill will agam be read by title 
t only and a vote on its passage 
taken. 


Petitions 
asking 
council 
to 
pass the ordinance and letters 
endorsing it from several wom­ 
en’s clubs int Pickaway County 
were read to councilmen. 
Councilman E. L. Montgomery 
suggested that citizens interest­ 
ed in the bill attend the meeting 
Monday to give opinions for or 
against it. 
The ordinance 
defines 
milk 
and milk products, sets up rules 
for the sale of them. It requires 
producers and distributors of 
milk and milk products to obtain 
a permit from Circleville health 
commissioner. It sets the fee at 
$1 per year. 
The ordinance makes provis­ 
ions for specific labeling of milk 
and milk products, the label or 
mark to be in letters “of a size 


I and color approved by the health | 
I commissioner and shall contain 
no marks or words which are 
misleading.” 
Inspection of dairy farms and 
j milk plants twice a year is spec- 
| ified by the bill, and once “ every 
I six months the health commis- 
j sioner shall announce the grades 
| of all milk and milk products de- 
j livered by all distributors and 
I ultimately consumed within Cir- 
I cleville.” 
Milk would 
be graded 
“ A,” 
“ B” and “C.” The grade of a 
milk product being “ that of the 
lowest grade milk or milk pro­ 
duct used in its preparation. 
The ordinance specifies how 
walls, 
floors, 
ceilings, 
doors, 
windows, lighting and ventila-1 


tion of buildings in w-hich milk 
or milk products are handled or 
stored shall be maintained. 
It provides miscellaneous pro­ 
tection from contamination, re­ 
quires separate rooms for pas­ 
teurizing, processing, 
cooling 
and bottling operations and 
for 
the washing 
and bactericidal 
treatment of containers. 
The bill goes into detail on the 1 
matter of water 
supply, 
hand 
washing facilities, toilet facili­ 
ties, sanitary piping, construc­ 
tion and repair of containers and 
equipment, plumbing and dispo­ 
sal of waste and cleaning and J 
bactericidal treatment of con­ 
tainers and equipment. 
It specifies how pasteurization 
shall be performed,

concerning 
bottling 
and * 


capping and specifies health ex­ 
aminations for personnel work­ 
ing with milk. 
The ordinance d e f i n e s all 
grades of milk and 
milk 
pro­ 
ducts. 
Section nine of the ordinance 
says that if a lower grade for 
milk is justified at any time be­ 
tween regular announcements of 
the grades of milk or milk pro­ 
ducts, the health commissioner 
is authorized to low'er the grade | 
and enforce proper labeling. 
Application for regrading may 
be made at any time by any 
producer or 
distributor 
whose 
products have been 
g r a d e d 
down, 
provided he has 
been 
properly labeling his products. 
The ordinance forbids transfer 
of milk or milk products from 


one container to another on the 
street, in any vehicle, store or 
other place except a bottling or 
milk room especially used for 
that purpose. The sale of dip 
milk is prohibited by the bill. 
‘Milk and milk products sold 
in the distributor’s containers in 
quantities less than one gallon 
shall be delivered in standard 
milk bottles or m single service 
containers.” 
The ordinance makes it un­ 
lawful for hotels, 
soda 
foun­ 
tains, restaurants, groceries and 
similar establishments to sell or 
serve any milk or milk products 
except in the individual original 
container in which it was receiv­ 
ed from the distributor, or from 
a bulk container equipped with 


an approved dispensing device. 
This does not apply “ to cream 
! consumed on the p r e m i s e s , 
j which may be served from the 
j original bottle or from a dispen­ 
ser approved for such service, 
I or to milk served at hospitals 
and institutions which may £>e 
served from quart containers 
packaged at a milk plant, or to 
| mixed milk drinks requiring less 
than ‘a pint of milk which may 
be poured from quart containers 
packaged at a milk plant. 
The ordinance forbids sale of 
milk or milk products 
if they 
have not ben kept at a temper­ 
ature of 50 degrees or less. 
It specifies that milk and milk 


products from points beyond th# 
city limits may not be sold here 
unless produced and pasteurized 
under conditions equivalent to 
those specified in the ordinance. 
For violation of the ordinance 
a fine of not more than $25 for 
the first offense, nor less than 
$25 or more than $100 for subse­ 
quent offense is provided. Each 
violation would constitute a sep­ 
arate offense. 
The ordinance has been read 
by title only in council chamber. 
Changes may or may not be 
made w hen closer study ta made 
next Monday.

(. rue energy has colossal impli­ 
cations in medicine and agricul­ 
ture which may bring to 
m an 
such boons as a cure for cancer 
and an abundance of food to help 
build the health of the world. 
A "perpr taal atomic furnace” 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., today pro­ 
duces the "detective” radioiso­ 
topes which provide the opening 
opportunity for examination 
of 
the now-unknown world-bevond- 
the-microscope. 
Thes^ " disease 
detectives” 
ran "trace" elem en ts through 
the body. In 
some 
cases of 
cancer, they 
not 
only 
trace 
the d isease but they can also 
kill the "crim in al.” 
Meanwhile, it has been found : 
that.a certain low-level radiation 1 
greatly speeds and increases the 
germination 
of 
potato 
seeds. 1 
This is a break that may lead to J 
spectacular triumphs in increas-, 
ing plant growth. 
Atomic 
energy 
experts 
say 
there is no branch of science or 
industry that is not affected by | 
the "microscope” or "trace” us­ 
es of the atom. Here is how it j 
v. orks:

er. off by the radioactivity, re­ 
searchers can trace the course j 
of the radioisotope through the j 
body and determine what hap­ 
pens to it. 
Already, by the tracer tech­ 
nique, an almost complete pic­ 
ture has been built up of how the 
body creates and multi p l i e s 
cells. Somewhere in that picture 
lies the key to cure of cancer, j 
because cancer is uncontrolled 
cellular multiplication. 
When 
medical 
men 
know 
wtoy It starts, then 
they

learn what can be done to pre- I 
vent or cure it. 
The atomic program is yield­ 
ing 
other 
important 
medical * 
benefits. 
Radioactive iodine, which aut­ 
omatically goes to the thyroid 
gland, already is in wide use as 
an effective treatm ent for cer- j 
tam types of thyroid cancer. 
Radioactive 
cobalt 
m ay 
al­ 
most displace scarce radium in 
other cancer treatment. If so, a 
few dollars worth of plentiful co- i 
bait will do the work of millions 
of dollars worth of radium. 
So far 35 patients have been 
treated with radioactive cobalt.1 
Effects must be observed 
f o r 
some years, but there is reason 
to believe 
that 
the 
substance 
equals radium in emitting the I 
gamma rays which destroy can­ 
cerous cells.

IT IS POSSIBLE that cobalt 
can be administered internally 
and made to reach the affected 
parts of the body. Research is at I 
an advanced stage at Ohio State 
university. 
The locating of brain tumors 
is another "microscope” use of > 
the atom. A tiny amount of rad­ 
ioactive substance taken intern- j 
ally causes the tumor to become 
more active than the rest of the 
brain. A radiation detector then 


easily locates and outlines 
the 
tumor. 
An electron microscope, which 
creates a picture by measuring 
interference with rad i a t i o n, 
takes the most magnified pic­ 
ture ever m ade., It has revolu- 
ionizcd laboratory research. 
Atomic 
agriculture experi­ 
mentation has bren under way 
for years. Scientists 
believed 
that radiation might stimulate 
plant growth and increase the 
world’s food supply. But tests 
seemed 
to 
show 
only 
that 
plants were indifferent to rad­ 
ioactivity. 
However, the recent discovery 
of the speed-up effect 
of 
low- 
level radiation on potato seeds 
indicated 
that 
similar 
results 
can be expected in other plant 
growths. Meanwhile, the tracer 
atom is determining what plants 
and animal* do with food ele­ 
ments and what 
is 
needed 
to 
make fertilizers and feed more 
effective. 
Scientists say that sometime 
in the next half century a n a­ 
tion’s prestige will not be m eas­ 
ured by how much steel it pro­ 
duces. as is so today, but by the 
amount of atomic energy it pos­ 
sesses—created 
through 
‘‘per­ 
petual furnaces” where fuel re­ 
produces itself.

Fighting Pernicious Anemia 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


ANEMIA results whenever the 
coloring m atter of the blood be­ 
comes insufficient and the nu m ­ 
ber of red cells falls below nor­ 
mal. Anemia is not a disease in 
itself but rather a symptom pro­ 
duced by a wide variety of dis­ 
orders, some mild, some very 
serious. 
Usually anemias are divided 
into two groups, primary and 
secondary. In secondary anem ias 
there is a greater reduction in the 
am ount of coloring m atter than 
in the number of red cells. The

Seco ndary Anemia. 
The most common form of sec­ 
ondary anemia is tha t produced 
by a lack of iron-containing foods 
in the diet. Such an anem ia is. as 
a rule, quick ly overcome by the 
adm inistration of iron-contain­ 
ing preparations which the phy­ 
sician prescribes in the proper 
dose.

One of the most serious forms 
of primary anemia is pernicious 
anemia. It most often affects 
middle-aged persons and is more 
common in women tha n in men. 
It seems to run in families. In 
this disorder there is some loss of 
weight, and a waxy, lemon color 
to the sk in. There is oftfn sore 
tongue, toss of appetite, and 
stomach disorders. If the condi­ 
tion continues, it may affect the 
nervous system, with numbness 
and tingling of the hands and 
feet. The num ber of red cells is 
far below normal. 
Formerly, this disorder was IOO 
per cent fatal. For more than 20 
years, however, we have been 
able to save most such patients 
through the feeding of liver and 
the giving of liver extracts. Very 
recently, it was found tha t vita­ 
min B-12 is infinitely more pow­ 
erful than liver extract in th# 
treatm ent of pernicious anemia. 
This vitamin evidently reacts
